DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has been 
reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 07/1 1/2005 has 
been entered. 

The IDS filed 7/1 1/2005 and 08/02/2005 have been considered by the examiner. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

• Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Babb et al (US 

5,730,922). 

The prior art teaches a composition comprising monomers of the structure 
CF2=CF-X-R-(X-CF=CF 2 ) m , wherein m=an integer from 1-3; X= O-atom or a 
perfluoroalkylene ether; and R=aromatic and substituted aromatic, with C1-C12 atoms 
and a molecular weight from 14-20,000, that are applied to a surface by methods such 
as solution deposition and further containing barium ferrite or iron oxide <active 
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material (Col-4, Ln 51- Col-5, Ln 5; Col-5, Ln 45-Col-6, Ln 10; Col- 14, Ln 30-40; Col- 
15, Ln 12-43). All the limitations of the instant claims are met. 
The reference is anticipatory. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 22 allowed. 

The prior art of record neither teaches nor fairly suggest a composition containing 
an active material and the specific fluoro-aromatic ethers of the applicants.
